BEAVER FALLS. | 
The population of the villages along the banks | 
of the Beaver from the middle Falls to its mouth, | 
a distance of three miles, including the villages | 
of Brighton, New Brighton, Fallston, Sharon, 
Dridgewater and Bolesville, ten years since, it 
is estimated did not exceed 300. It is now said 
te exceed 3,600. From a statement pecentiy | 
published by a gentleman of Brighton, tt 1s as- | 
certained, that the villages above mentioned | 
contain 25 stores, 2 paper mills, 3 ianneres, 6 
flouring and grist mills, 5 saddle and harness 
shops, 13 boot and shoe shops, 2 cotton factories,
